1920 FISH RECORDS FROM ORIENT, 
LONG ISLAND 

In this brief list only data that seems of special 
interest is given. 

Carcharhinus obscurus. Dusky Shark. One 30 
inches in total length captured on November 1st, from 
the Sound, is my latest date for the species. 

Carcharias littoralis. Sand Shark. One June 28th, 
3 feet in total length, from Gardiner's Bay. 

Squalus acanthias Spined Dogfish. Several 
adults were taken in July and August. This is the 
first record of the adults in midsummer, although the 
young are frequently abundant at that season. It 
was discovered that the adults were common on the 
deep-water ledges in the Sound in August at the 
time the young were entering the traps by thousands. 
Many of these young were only a few hours old. 

Raja eglanteria. Clear-nosed Skate. One adult, 
November 1st. 

Dasyatis centrura. Sting Ray. One half -grown 
individual on September 27th. In former years it 
was abundant in the Sound and Gardiner's Bay. It 
is at present very rare and irregular. 

Anchoviella brownii. Striped Anchovy. A speci- 
men 5% inches in total length was taken on June 
15th. It was common on June 17th. 

Anchoviella mitehilli. Common Anchovy. Taken 
on June 11th, when it was common. 
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Leiostomus ocanihurus. Lafayette. The arrival of 
this species was much earlier than usual and it was 
very common throughout the season. The first was 
taken on May 19th (three adults). 

Trachurus lathami. Gascon. Five specimens of 
this rare species were collected during October. The 
first was taken on the 8th and the last on the 29th. 
Two were taken on the 15th. These ranged from 5 to 
6^4 inches in total length. October 29th is the latest 
date it has been recorded near Orient, and 6^4 inches is 
the largest specimen obtained. 

Lagocephalus laevigatus. Rabbit-fish. One Nov- 
ember 5th, 8 inches in total length. 

Scomber colias. Thimble Mackerel. First were 
taken on July 5th, which seems to be my earliest date 
for them. They appeared common on this date, speci- 
mens being 4 to 5 inches in length. 

Chilomycterus schoepfii. Spiny Swellfish. Three 
adults were taken. The first on June 30th was 9% 
inches in length. The other two, both 8 inches in 
length, were taken on the 8th and 16th of July. 

Hemitripterus americanus. Sea Raven. One June 
28th is the latest local record. 

Gadus callarias. Cod. One June 7th (weight 19 
lbs.). This is the latest record for an adult.
